LANSING — State 
Sen. Michele Hoitenga 
on Wednesday said no to 
legislation to remove voter 
decision making over cer- 
tain special assessments for 
inland lake districts. 

“While there is a real 
need to address the issues 
caused by the impact of 
weather on fluctuating lake 
levels, this legislation goes 
too far by circumventing 
the voice of the voters 
living in these special 
assessment districts,” 
said Hoitenga, R-Manton. 


“There are many inland 
lake communities across 
northern lower Michigan 
and the people, not bureau- 
crats, should have the final 
say on these special tax 
assessments.” 

Senate Bill 662 seeks 
to amend the definition 
of a normal inland lake 
level and the process for 
financing a “normal level 
project,” removing voter 
approval for special assess- 
ment districts of $600,000 
or less.

“I know how hard 
this winter has been on 
families and communities 
who rely on winter tourism 
revenue and all the associat- 
ed business that comes with 
it—hotels, restaurants, and 
shops. Fortunately, busi- 
nesses in these 42 counties 
in the UP and the Northern 
Lower Peninsula can apply 
for support right now. A 
drought is a drought— 
whether we’re talking about 
rain or snow. Businesses 
impacted by low snow in 
these 42 counties can apply 
for support right now, and 
I'll continue to push our 
federal government for 
more solutions.

funds,” said state Senator

Through SBA 
declarations related to those 
designations, businesses in 
these counties may be eli- 
gible for emergency loans 
that offset their business 
losses if the loss is related 
to the drought. 

There are the 42 counties 
covered by four different 
SBA drought declarations. 
Where two declarations 
cover one county, business- 


es can apply under either 
declaration. 

“The Michigan Snow- 
sports Industries Asso- 
ciation (MSIA) is very 
appreciative of the work by 
the Governor’s office, the 
Small Business Adminis- 
tration and the Michigan 
Economic Development 
Corporation to provide di- 
saster relief funding, which 
will help many Michigan 
ski areas that are vital job 
providers and assets to our 
communities but suffered 
critical visitation and reve- 
nue losses due to weather, 
with reduced staffing and 
limited operations during 
key visitation times,” said 
Mickey MacWilliams, 
president and executive di- 
rector of MSIA. “This has 
been a challenging winter 
all across the state but we 
will persevere, and even 
with the mild temperatures, 
many Michigan ski areas 
are still open to welcome 
guests.” 

“This year’s El Nino 
weather pattern and 
unusually mild winter 
have severely affected our 
snow-dependent indus- 
tries,” said Warren Call, 
President & CEO of Tra- 
verse Connect and member 
of the Northern Michigan 
Chamber Alliance. “The 
loans available through this 
initiative are a much-needed 
support effort for northern 
Michigan’s small business 
employees and owners that 
rely heavily on winter rec- 
reation for their livelihood.” 


SBA Economic Injury 
Disaster Loans 

SBA Economic Injury 
Disaster Loans are designed 
to help businesses through 
disaster situations that have 
impacted their economic 
well-being. Loans are up 
to $2 million to help meet 
financial obligations and 
operating expenses that 
could have been met had 
the disaster not occurred. 
Businesses pay no interest 
on the loan for the first year 
and a maximum rate of 4% 
for the rest of the loan peri- 
od. Businesses must apply 
by the application deadline 
for their county.

Take Control of Your

Dear Dave, 

I’m trying to work 
my way out of debt, but 
it seems like something 
always happens to stall 
things or knock me back- 
wards. I make $55,000 
a year, I’m single and 
I have $15,000 in debt, 
along with a mortgage 
payment of $1,224 a 
month. I’ve been trying 
to live on a budget, but 
I’m still not sure where all 
my money goes. Can you 
help? 

—Lindley 


Dear Lindley, 

I know living on a 
budget can be hard at 
first. And honestly, it 
usually takes folks who 
are new to doing it about 
three or four months of 
practice before they start 
getting it right and seeing 
the results. 

For starters, your 
house payment is a 
little heavy for someone 
making $55,000 a year. 

I generally recommend 
keeping your mortgage 
or rent payment at about 
25% of your take-home 
pay. Sometimes you can 
slide by paying a little 
more, but in those cases, 
you’d really have to be 
on top of your finances. 
So, the biggest thing you 
can do right now is take 
control of your money, 
instead of letting it—or 
a lack of it—control 

you. And the best way to 
make all this happen is by 
consistently living on a 
realistic, written monthly 
budget. 

Once you start doing 
this, you’ve taken your 
first big step toward 


having a real gameplan 
for your money. At that 
point, the idea of trying 
to live on a budget ends, 
and the fact that you are 
living on a budget, and 
telling your money what 
to do—instead of a lack 
of it dictating what you 
can do—becomes more of 
a reality. 

Remember the Star 
Wars movie “The Empire 
Strikes Back’? At one 
point during Luke’s 
training, Yoda tells him, 
“Do, or do not. There is 
no try.” In a larger sense, 
Yoda is urging Luke to 
focus and work harder, 
instead of continuing with 
half-hearted attempts and 
giving up easily. If you 
want to accomplish a 
difficult task, Lindley, you 
have to throw yourself 
into it completely. You 
must fully commit, and 
stop making excuses. You 
have to focus, and fight to 
make it happen. 

It’s no fun waking up 
broke at the end of every 
pay period. We both know 
this. So, put your head 
down and get your mind 
in gear. Make. This. Hap- 
pen. 

You can do it!
